. WAMIIX&TOX, Apiil 4,— TJio president ha» 
sent a mcsuigu to the Semite vetoing Hie 
Chinese bill. The president s.ikl that Chinese 
labor had been of great value in this country 
and monuments of their industry existed. 
They h>d largely built tho 1'ucilic jailioads 
Across tho continent, but it might be consid- 
ered noir whether some limitation may Iw put 
ou Immigration at this labor, but If there be 
too much of It in one section of the country 
the nine labor may bo needed in another 
section, and tin- law should consider this 
matter Slid mike such limitation as would 
peiuilt this labor to go where It Is nctJed. 


After the reception of the president's mes- 


sage vetoing the C'hiueso bill by the senate, 
the president pro tern suspended operation 
of business to lay the communication before 


• the senate and directed it to bo lead. The 
redding of tho message was listened to with 
marked Interest by tho f utire senate. Tho 
v jtal objection ot tho president is thu twenty 
years suspension of liutnlgiatlon, which ho 
construes as virtually prohibitory ami there- 
fore vlolative of the spirit if not the letter of 
the negotlatlOB* upon which the treaty was 
b»r3d, and is a breath of national laith. The
